Kuykendall, who homesteaded in 
that area in 1905, took part in the 
parade and was asked to address 
a meeting in the afternoon. 

Mr. Kuykendall recalled having 
taken Prime Minister Sir Wilfred 
Laurier, in a surrey and team of 
driving horses from Red Deer to 
a point two miles south, of the 
present city, for the start of 
building of the Grand Trunk rail¬ 
road, He can remember handing 
the Prime Minister a silver spike 
and sledge hammer that marked 
the commencement of actual 
building of the new railroad. Later 
the Grand Trunk sold out to the 
CNR. 

Mr. Kuykendall also had the 
pleasure of meeting the couple 
that owned and operatiKi the first 
slopping place at Pine Lake. They 
had come as young children to the 
area in 1894.
